Father  McKeon  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  Gregorian  University,  in 
Rome.  Later  he  served  as  professor 
of  English  literature  at  Georgetown 
University  and  also  at  St.  Peter's 
College,  New  Jersey.  In  1935  he 
became  dean  of  St.  Joseph's  College, 
Philadelphia. 

Served  As  Chaplain 

He  served  as  dean  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Scranton  lu  1942,  entering 
the  Army  as  a chaplain  the  follow- 
ing year.  After  flio  war  he  was 
sent  to  Syracuse  to  conduct  the  new 
School  of  Industrial  Relations  and 
to  help  in  the  drive  for  funds  for 
LeMoyne  College. 

Besides  serving  as  moderator  of 
Alpha  Sigma  Nil  ond  editing  a 
newspaper  column,  Father  McKeon 
has  found  time  to  gain  wide  acclaim 
throughout  New  York  and  Canada 
as  a lecturer.  A student  of  Irish 
History  and  modern  literature,  he 
has  made  many  e.xtcnded  vlalts  to 
Ireland. 

On  the  Friday  following  Father 
McKeon’s  lecture,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Whelan,  director  of  the  Maryland 
Action  Guild,  will  speak  on  "Italian 
Shrines  and  Churches,"  Father 
Whelan  formerly  taught  religion  at 
Loyola,  resigning  last  year  because 
of  other  commitments. 

Exemptions  End  As 
New  Quarter  Starts 

There  will  be  no  exemptions  from 
semester  examinations  in  May,  ac- 
cording to  a recent  bulletin  posted 
by  the  office  of  the  Dean. 

Tills  marks  the  cud  of  a system. 
Inaugurated  in  September.  1947, 
whereby  students  were  not  required 
to  take  the  semester  examinations 
in  subjects  in  which  they  achieved 
semester  averages  of  90  or  above. 

As  originally  lustituted.  the  ex- 
emption system  allowed  Individual 
instructors  to  decide  which  stu- 
doDts  In  the  90-or-ahove  bracket 
would  be  exempted.  It  also  provid- 
ed that  students  had  to  make  the 
minimum  mark  In  both  quarters  of 
tlie  semester. 

In  January,  1948,  however,  the 
>5yatom  was  modified,  requiring  only 
n 90  semester  average  and  no  ap- 
proval by  the  Instructor. 

This  ruling  continued  In  force 
until  September,  1949,  when  it  was 
announced  that  to  he  exempted 
from  the  examination  in  any  sub- 
ject. a student  would  have  to  earn 
exemptions  in  all  his  subjects. 

Early  this  school  year  the  Stu- 
dent Council  suggested  this  he 
modified  to  allow  students  making 
the  Dean’s  List  In  both  quarters 
to  he  exempted  from  subjects  In 
which  their  averages  wore  90  or 
above.

The  principle  of  such  undertakings  is  hardly  to  be  questioned, 
for  the  Alumni  can  only  become  an  active  and  capable  group  when  its 
members  have  formed  tbe  habit  of  associating  with  one  another.  But 
this  neic  habit  cannot  be  formed  until  certain  infringements  and  restric- 
tions have  been  effected  upon  existing  habits.  This  latter  will  be  accoro- 
plisbed  only  after  the  new  habit  has  been  proved  more  desirable.  While 
tbe  statisticians  are  muttering  to  themselves  and  the  philosophers  are 
planning,  lot's  congratulate  and  thank  Ch.arlte  Meagher  for  his  efforts 
Ibis  year. 

There  la  a fairly  constant  percentage  of  tho  incmbcrslilp  of  the 
Association  who  undergo  a change  of  address  and.  for  reasons  best  known 
tc  themselves,  "lonvo  no  sign."  Awaiting  proof,  we  do  not  yot  believe 
that  all  of  these  men  are  either  engaged  in  disputation  with  v.arlfms  law 
enforcement  agencies  or  retiring  to  tho  life  of  the  recluse  or  (oh,  moan!)

Mark  Twain  is  reported  to  have  said  there  aro  three  types  of  lies— 
herein  arranged  in  climactic  order— "lies,  damned  lies  and  Btatlatlcs." 
In  this  brief  hut  learned  dissertation  we  shall  concentrate  on  the  last  of 
tlieae,  under  which  falls  Iho  general  section  "categorlcB." 

' At  Loyola  everything  seems  to

The  former  are 
Bulidivldcd  into  three  additional 
cutegorles  — coffee-stained,  moder- 
ately dirty,  and  gravy-stained  (from 
the  Slater  System,  of  course) — ar- 
ranged. for  convenience,  in  nestor- 
lan  order. 

In  turn  these  arc  also  subdivided, 
the  coffee-stained  into  those  over 
which  coffee  has  been  spilt  and 
those  which  have  been  dipt  into 
a cup  whilst  leaning  over  a table; 
tbo  moderately  dirty,  into  dirt- 
stained  and  food-stained;  the  gravy- 
Bialned,  Into  those  stained  by  gravy 
dripping  through  Hie  fork,  by  gravy 
dripping  out  of  the  mouth,  and  by 
Imving  a knife  full  of  gravy  wiped 
ou  them — herein  arranged  in  em- 
ergency order. 

Now,  Hilts  Divldi>d 
The  categories  of  ties  having  been 
duly  exhausted,  we  now  turn  to 
bats.  These  gems  of  man's  manu- 
facture come  in  four  sizes— small, 
medium,  large,  and  "what-a-head!" 
It  seems  that  Nature  anticipated 
modern,  too  large  bats  and  gave  us 
ears  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
them  up. 

All  hats  fall  into  three  main 
divisions  — grandiose,  gcotesque, 
and  ghostly.  Tlie  grandiose  adorn 
the  crania  of  urlstocrats  and  seem 
tu  heighten  the  tip  of  the  nose 
still  further.  The  grotesque  are 
worn  on  the  crown  as  a large  skull- 
cap and  are  hidden  from  front  view 
by  a shock  of  bushy  hair  which  juts 
out  over  the  foreheiid. 

Ntitlilng  Divided  Hero 
Tho  ghastly  are  worn  by  the  hoi 
poJJol  and  take  tho  general  shape  of 
a pancake  afllxt  to  the  head  by 
syrup  and  drooping  slightly  over 
the  ears.  This  type  is  Infinitely 
more  horrible  than  cither  of  the 
other  two. 

H.ivlng  thus  exhausted  ties  and 
hats,  wo  close  with  much  dis- 
tinguished tan  (a  re.  restrained 
shoiitlDg  and  such.

Vogeler  Trial 

Communist  Hungary  has  added 
another  to  its  list  ot  courtroom  In- 
famies. Last  Monday  five  defen- 
dants — Including  a priest,  an 
American  citizen,  and  a British 
subject  — stood  before  the  bar  ot 
"Justice"  In  Budapest  to  receive 
sontencea  ranging  from  five  years 
In  prison  to  death. 

As  Id  the  case  of  Josef  Cardinal 
Mindszenty.  who  was  tried  In  tho 
same  court,  all  the  defendants  con- 
tritely admitted  their  "guilt."  Like 
Cardinal  Mindszenty,  they  had  been 
hold  incommunicado  for  months, 
and  all  wore  the  same  blank,  life- 
less expression  during  the  trial. 

The  flftccn-year  sentence  Imposed 
upon  Robert  A.  Vogeler,  American 
business  representative  In  Hungary, 
and  the  thlrtocn-ycar  sentence  re- 
ceived by  his  British  colleague. 
Edgar  Sanders,  are  sufficient  In 
themselves  to  arouse  the  righteous 
Ire  of  all  who  hale  Injustice,  The 
mnlleo  of  the  matter  Is  not  of  per- 
sonal Injustice  alone.  The  Vogeler 
trial  Is  but  a part  of  a well-calcu- 
lated plan  to  discredit  tbe  Western 
democratic  powers  wherever  pos- 
sible. 

It  only  serves  to  show  how  much 
ground  wo  are  losing  In  tbe  "cold 
war."
